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Move to The New Build— Message from Rachael Fidler: 

I am writing to inform parents of the latest position regarding our move to the new Pathfinder building. The media release 
from the Isle of Wight Council, which the Governing Body has contributed to, sets out the position, which has now been 
reached, in the handover of the building. 

Whilst there is still some work to do, progress has been significant and we are now in the position that we will be able to fully 
familiarise your children and the staff with the new building from the start of the new College year in September. 

At this stage we are working with the Local Authority to produce a detailed transition plan, which will be published to all 
parents and staff in early July. At this time we will also be able to give you ample opportunity to view the building and receive 
detailed information on the key operating procedures with which your children and staff will need to be familiar with. 

The information in this letter and the media release has also been posted on the college website. Both the Parent Council and 
the college will keep you further updated through the website and their newsletters. 

I must also take this opportunity to inform you of a key change within the Governing Body. Alan Wells has resigned as Chair 
and from the Governing Body. We are sorry to see Alan leave us but thank him for all his previous support of the College. 
Following decision of the full Governing Body, I have been asked to take over the role of Chair until our September 2013 
meeting, when there is the annual process of election of the Chair. The Governing Body will also shortly elect a new Vice Cha ir 
and once this Governor is known we will inform you. 

I am sure that this information on the transfer to the new building will raise a lot questions, please do not worry, we will get 
back to you with any further information we can provide on an on-going basis. Finally can I thank you for your continued 
support of the college over the recent difficult period. The good news on the building looks to give us a positive start to the 
new College year in September. 



Message from Alan Wells: 

It is with some regret that I have to tell you that I have decided to step down from the Governing Body of the College. This is 
not a decision that I have made lightly, since the success of Cowes Enterprise College, in particular its students, is something 
that is close to my heart, and has been for many years. I feel that now is the right time to move on and allow others to take 
on the governance role, especially as I honestly believe that we are beginning to see the early signs of a successful future for 
the College. 

We have been through probably the hardest time in the history of this school as it has transferred to an 11-18 college, has 
faced the disappointment of a long delay in the move into the new building, and has then been placed into special measures 
following last year's Ofsted Inspection, and lost our Principal. 

But I am now confident that we are turning a corner. The appointment of Christine Hardman as Interim Executive Principal is 
making a really positive impact on the College, on the students, parents and staff, building confidence for the future. Progress 
on the new build has accelerated in the past few months and it hopefully won't be too long before the College can transfer 
across. 

With some big changes in my personal circumstances in the last 18 months and with other commitments that I have here on 
the Island to which I need to give more time and effort, I believe that it is a good time to relinquish the reins. I wish the 
college, its staff and students all the success that they deserve in the exciting future they face and to you as parents, thank 
you for sticking with us through the difficult times.

Exam Arrangements: 

All students who are taking formal externally set and marked exams (GCSEs, AS and A2) should keep to the following 
arrangements: 

Until 24th May (Half Term) all students will be expected to attend their normal College timetable for all subjects. Where a 
subject is completed before 24th May, students are still expected to attend lessons in this subject where supervised revision/ 
work should be carried out for other forthcoming exams. 

From 3rd June, Year 10 students should continue to attend their normal timetabled Maths, English, Science and Games 
lessons. In subject areas where they have not completed their exams they should attend their normal timetabled lessons in 
these subjects. When exams have been completed, Year 10 students will begin preparation lessons for their new GCSE 
courses. Timetables will be provided next week. Obviously where exams take place they should take priority over timetabled 
lessons and students must attend their exams. 

From 3rd June, Year 11 students should attend their normal timetabled lessons where they have not completed their course. 
This is an opportunity for revision and guidance. 

When a current Year 11 student has completed all their examinations and assessments within a subject, there is no obligation 
for them to continue to attend College for those subjects. The expectation is that students will use this extra time at home to 
revise for other exam subjects. However, if a parent/carer would like their child at college, an alternative programme of 
activities can be provided. Please contact Mr Mason if this is the case. 

From 3rd June, Year 12 students should still attend relevant lessons where they still have an examination to complete. There 
is no obligation for them to attend lessons when they have completed the course for a subject. The expectation is that 
students will use this extra time at home to revise for other exam subjects. 

From 10th June, Year 12 should attend all their timetabled lessons in order to start their Year 13 subject material. It is unwise 
for students to drop a subject without knowledge of their results. 

From 3rd June, Year 13 should attend lessons where they still have examinations to take in a subject. Once they have 
completed their examinations in a subject, there is no obligation for them to attend. 

All Year 11 and 13 students need to complete a Leavers Form which should be returned to Mrs Jupe in the Attendance Office. 

If you need any further information about exams, the exam timetable, the exam rules and regulations or any of the details 
above, please do not hesitate to contact the College and talk to Mrs Burrows (Examinations Officer) or Mr Mason (Senior 
Leader). 



Students Taking Leave: 

If you wish to remove your child from college during term time, you must apply using the appropriate Leave of Absence form 
(available from Reception and the Attendance Office) at least 6 weeks before the absence will commence. We are not 
currently approving absences during term time unless they are due to exceptional circumstances. Where possible, you should 
provide evidence to support your request. For example, if your child is taking part in an event, we would need a copy of the 
letter inviting them to attend, this includes any sporting activities that are not organised by the college. 

If a student has attendance that is considered to be poor, we will not authorise the absence and may apply to the Education 
Welfare Service for the issue of a Fixed Penalty Notice if the absence is taken anyway. Please see the Leave of Absence forms 
for a full explanation.
